GLASGOW, Scotland, Dec. 22.— 
The Tory party machine in Kenross 
and West Perth pulled through to 
victory 11,808 to 10,495, in Wednes- 
days by-election for the House of 
Commons in which the Duchess of 
Atholl, foe of Chamberlain's pro- 
Hitler policy, faced an official Con- 
servative candidate. 

The Duchess, who resigned the 
Commons seat she held for 15 years 
as a Conservative member in pro- 
test against the Munich policy of 
the government, obtained 10,495. 
The go t-backed candidate, 
a rich landlord named William Mc- 
Nair Snaddon, polled 11,808 votes in 
the predominantly farming district 
after frantic measures were taken 
by the local Tory machine to bring 
in the agrarian vote. 

“I still think the government’s 
foreign policies are leading us into 
grave danger,” the Duchess an- 
nounced tonight after final returns 
came in. 


British Cold Wave 
Disrupts Traffic: 
Death Toll Mounts 


LONDON, Dec. 22 (UP). — Sea, 
air and land traffic was disorgan- 
ized throughout the British Isles 
tonight as the European cold wave 
brought a 24-hour blizzard across 
the Channel, intensifying suffering 
and causing a mounting toll of 
storm dead. 

Wide areas of England and 
Wales were snowbound as the bliz- 
zard piled huge drifts of snow on 
arterial highways and railroads. 

The fifth day of the severest 
weather experienced in decades saw 
slight temperature rises on the con- 
tinent. Contact was established 
with isolated towns in Germany., 
Rumania and other Central Euro- 
pean states, bringing reports of ad- 
ditional deaths. Incomplete re- 
ports indicated a Europe-wide toll 
of several hundred. 

Further casualties were feared 
among destitute German - Jews 
camped in make-shift quarters on 
the Polish and Czechoslovak bor- 
ders.
